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THE WOMÀH'S HEAD-WEAE. 
The above is the title of an article in 
the Gospel Messenger, by L. W. Teeter, 
based on this text : "I will therefore that 
men pray everywhere, Míting up holy 
hands, withoiit wrath and doubting. In 
like manner also, ihat women adorn 
themselves in modest apparel, with shame- 
facedness and sobriety ; not with broider- 
ed hair, or gold, or pearls, or costly ar- 
ray." — I Titn. 2 : 8, 9. 

The author says : Paüls langtiage here 
i mptics (t) that the nien in Ihe church 
were slack in praying ; that they indulged 
in evil- works, defiling their hands; that 
they gavc way to wrath ; and that they 
were unsettled in faith. It implies (2) 
that the women in the church dressed 
themselves in immodestapparel ; that they 
were too forward ; that they lacked sobrie- 
ty, — they acted as if unsound in mínd ; 
and that they indulged in vainly orna- 
menting their bodies. 

Upon reading this we were reminded of 
the inythical story that the forty members 
of the Frcnch Academy once undertook 
tn dcfitic the word erafi, and hit upon 
this, which they deemetl qui te satisfac- 
tory : "Crab, — a small red fish, which 
walks backward." "Perfect, gcntlemen," 
said Cuvier, when intcrrogated touching 
the correctnessof the definiton ; "perfect 
— only I will make one small observation 
in natural history. Thecrabis not a fish, 
it is not red and it does not walk back- 
ward. With these exceptions, your de- 
finition is admirable." 

When the author of the article on the 
above text says, Paul's langtiage implies 
(1.) that the nien ïn the church were 
slack in prayer, etc. (2.) That the 
women in the church dressed themselves 
in immodest apparel, etc. — We say 
very good, brother, perfect, but we wish 
to make this observation in Bible Kx- 
egesis : The langnage above quoted, by 
no rule of inlcrprctation, necessari/y int- 
pües either of the proposi tions laid dovvn. 
With this exception, you are correct. 
Farther on the author lays down this re- 
markable proposition wíth reasons forthe 
same :

(/") It is best suited to the prayer- veil, or cov- 
ering, which all sisters should wear on their beads 
in all religions services. It is the best protection 
of the prayer-veil to keep it from soiling 

(£■) The bonnet becomes the woman as the hat 
becomes the mati. It distiftguishes her from the 
man, while the hat does not, always. 

Here isa proposition withont any foun- 
dation or adequate proof to sustain it ; 
here are a series of assertions, which are 
asseriions only — mere opinions, which 
have no foundation in the Gospel of 
Christ. Take r.. Christ never said one 
word about it, not one. Take a. Why ? 
Who said so? />. Why? Who is au- 
Ihority ? c. This statemenl is incorrect. 
Such as an ordinary seamstress makes the 
average German Baptist will not wear. 
In thecommunily wherewe formally lived, 
there were speeialists who made these 
bonnets. d. The average hat worn by 
Brethren sisters costs little niorc than. one 
/ta/fwh&l many bonnets cost worn by Ger- 
man Baptists. e. Isít? It is the garment 
we have seen sisters hide when a shower 
ap]iroached. 

These remarks are made in the spirit of 
kindness, and with a víew of doing good.
